Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3-17, 19-21, and 23-27 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

According to the Applicants' remarks on page 13, the Applicants stated that the Krasner 
reference ". . .does not disclose, teach, or suggest receiving the base station timing information 
and the accurate timing information (e.g., GPS signal data) at the mobile unit, associating the 
two parameters, and then using that information to update base station timing. . .". The 
Examiner performed an updated search found Farmer reference (US 2004/0190378) teaches such 
features. However, the filing date of the Farmer reference was behind the filing date of the 
present application. Therefore, claims 1,3-17, 19-21, and 23-27 are allowed with the reasons set 
forth above.
